Of course, 
idea should be worked with dignity, because 
you'll be responsible for welfare work that will 
mean a great deal to those you help. So we 
think you should go easy on your ballys, merely 
taking your plug as originator and sponsor of 
the idea . . . in connection with female attor- 
ney angle in film. 


LAW BOOKS IN LOBBY 


Give lobby lookers a peek at what law books 
look like by putting a few bookcases full of 
legal volumes in lobby. You probably can bor- 
row ‘em from friendly lawyers for a week—and 
invite folks to take a peek at what a legal 
decision looks like. If you're using free advice 
stunt in lobby, described above, you could 
make part of lobby look like a law oftice— 
where problem-settler sits. 


WOMAN LAWYER WRITES 


Prominent woman lawyer oughta be willing to 
be interviewed on her experiences as a lawyer 
—and on her enjoyment of the film. So all 
that's left to do is to see if local paper is 
willing to run it. Same idea could be used to 
interview leading male members otf Bar Asso- 
ciation on their views on film.

GAL IN LOBBY 
Beautiful girl dressed in black flowing robes of 
Justice stands in lobby with scales. Shoulder 
scarf carries film's title. 


AND ON STREET 


Same gal can walk around town in the get-up 
described above. Scales carry heralds, which 
she hands out to passersby. 
WEIGHT GAME 

Blow-up of figure of Justice has real scales at- 
tached, with weight on one side. Patrons are 
each allowed to pick once from basket of 
weights. They put weight on other side of 
scale, and if it balances they're given free 
admish . . . but very few should balance.
